Sixty Thousand settlers to 
bring $60,000,000 into 
Alberta this year. 


Speaking in rough, round fig- 
ures I would say 400,0co immi- 
grants and settlers will come into 
Canada this year; 50 per cent. of 
this number, or 200,0c0, will come 
west, of which from 120,000 to 
160,000 will be American settlers, 
says J, Bruce Walker, commis- 
sioner of immigration, I should 
say Alberta will get’ of this great 
influx about 60,000, and taking 
as an average $1,000 per head, 
which is estimated each American 
settler brings in, either in cash, 
stock, effects, or all three, it 
means enriching the province, 
monetarily alone, to the extent of 
approximately of $60,000,000. 


The Gideons Order 100,000 Bibles 
for Hotels, 

One hundred thousand bibles 
have been ordered by the Gideons 
as the members of the Christian 
Travellers’ Association of America 
style themselves, The order, said 
to be one of the largest ever is- 
sued, forms part of a national 
plan to place a bible in every 
hotel bedroom in the country. W. 
E, Henderson, national secretary 
of the Gideons, said here to-day 
he had been promised one fourth 
of the order tor San Francisco 
and the Pacific Coast, It is plan- 
ned that the huge shipment shall 
reach San Francisco in time for 
the triennial covention of National 
Sunday School Association, the 
latter part of June.

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A ROMANTIC FARM. 


Sandwich Golf Club Has Bought the 
Prince Homestead. | 


| The town of Sandwich has long | 
been distinguished as a place of beau- | 
ty as well as for its historical inter- 
est, and one of the most lovely, as | 
well as the most interesting spots in } 
the vicinity has been secured for | 
| the new golf and country club, in | 
which many men from Windsor and 
| Detroit are interested, The Oak Ridge | 
Golf Club was formed some ten years 
ago and had a nine-hole course on | 
rented property below Sandwich, but | 
as a long lease could not be obtained 
it was decided to give up this pro- | 
perty and purchase grounds where | 
permanent improvements might be 
| made with some confidence that such | 
expenditure would not be 


wasted, | 
With this in view an option was se- 
cured on fifty-six acres of the Park 
| Farm, and a stock company was in- 
corporated and sufficient stock sub- 
scribed to purchase this property and 
provide funds to make a good start 
towards laying out a golf course and 
fitting up a clubhouse. The credit 
of originating this scheme and suc- 
cussfully carrying it through is due | 
to Mr. R. M. Morton, and sharehold- 
ers are congratulating themselves on 
having made such a good purchase, 
for in a few years this property will | 
be worth double the money expended. 
This venture will alter one of the 
most romantic places in western On- 
tario, for Park Farm was long ago | 
the home of Col. John Prince, con- | 
spicuous for his forceful conduct dur- 
ing the Patriot rebellion in 1838, and 
particularily that part of it which 
culminated in the battle of Windsor, 
where, as Col. Prince’s official report 
states, “of the brigands and pirates 
twenty-one were killed, besides four 
that were brought in at the close of 
the engagement, all of whom I or- 
dered shot, and it was done accord- 
ingly.” This was certainly a drastic 
measure, and a military council look- 
ed into the matter and it was discus- 
sed in the Imperial Parliament, 
where the great Wellington himself 
spoke in behalf of Col. Prince, de- | 
claring that the circumstances requir- 
ed vigorous treatment; that no mob 
should be allowed to enter a country 
and march against unprotected citi- 
zens without being severely dealt 
with. Certainly the shooting of these 
prisoners cleared Essex County of 
those styling themselves Patriots. 
The coming of John Prince to 
Sandwich was an event in its history, 
for he introduced foreign tastes and 
a flavor of the English gentleman of 
leisure. He had been a barrister in 
Gloucester, England, and came to 
Canada in search of change and sport. 
It mattered little. to him where he 
settled, so long as game was abund- 
ant and the company congenial. 
These conditions being fulfilled in 
Sandwich, to Sandwich he came in|! 
1834, accompanied by his wife, three | 
sons, five English servants, and a 
box of golden guineas so heavy two 
men Were required to lift it. Two | 
servants, man and wife, decided to | 
try farming, so Prince looked about 
him, and finally purchased a beauti- 
ful piece of rolling land directly 
behind Sandwich. He stocked the 
farm with thoroughbred cattle import- 
ed from Engladn, built a house, and 
placed his retainers on the land. The

MILLION ACRE FARMS. 


Strange Origin and Improvement of 
Australian Merinos. 


C. E. W. Bean, of Sydney, has writ 
ten in an Australian paper of the 
great sheep industry. His story is in 
part as foilows 

A century ago, when Australia was 
a dumping ground for England’s 
scum, a British fleet received from a 
Spanish fleet a present of merino 
sheep, at a time when to export me- 
rinos from Spain was a criminal ot- 
fence. The little flock reached Aus- 
tralia, and from it ae descended the 
hundred million merinos which have 
made Australia great and wealthy, 
deapite her smal] poj ulation. 

Vastly improved is the modern me- 
rino, for the original of 31-2 pounds 
to a fleece has been raised to 12 
pounds, and there aie rams in Aus- 
tralia which shear 40 pounds. 

Nowadays the good land near the 
coast is being given ver to agricul- 
ture, and the sheep ure driven back 
further into the desert. A terrible 
desert it is at times, where not one 
green leaf can be see, when the red 
dust with which it is covered gets 
blown away—and only the bare hard 
bones ofthe earth are loft. Then sheep 
die by the million for want of the 
smallest scrap of nourishment, and 
are sometimes killed hy the thousand 
because it is hopeless to expect to 
keep them alive. 

Then comes the rain, and as if by a 
miracle the whole land is green again, 
the flocks increase out of all bounds, 
and the men who have been nearly 
ruined, make new fortunes in a few 
years. That is happening now. From 
1896 to 1903 occurred the biggest 
drought known, and many station- 
holders lost their all. Since then 
there has been a steady succession 
of good seasons and the problem now

to no fewer than 677. Besides these, 
there were twice as many injured less

assaulted or injured when making ar- 


| rests; 102 bitten by dogs; 51 hurt by 


persons not arrested; 17 injured while 
dispersing disorderly crowds; 44 
hurt, some very severely, when stop- 
ping runaway herses; 21 
when assisting fallen or 
horses; 25 kicked, trodden on, or 
knecked down by horses; 31 injured 
(14 very severely) by vehicles when 
regulating traffic; and 28 were injur- 
ed when extinguishing fires.

ed injury by their horses falling or 
throwing them, by cyclists, while rid- 
ing their own bicycles, at fire drill, 
by slipping and falling when ex- 
amining premises, ete., so that the 
total of injuries while on duty for 
the year is brought up to 3,310.
